(Division  of  Studies  in  Medical  Education)  and  has  three 
objecti ves : 

1)  To  give  the  faculty  an  idea  of  what  the  students 
are  like,  especially  since  this  is  such  a  large  school  and 
many  of  us  have  had  little  contact  with  the  administration. 

2)  To  give  the  Medi cal Sdci ety  a  better  idea  of  what  the 
people  they  represent  are  really  like  so  they  can  direct  their 
energies  and  finances  accordingly. 

3)  Finally,  and  most  important, to  give  each  of  us  a  good 
idea  about  how  we  fit  into  the  rest  of  the  class  and  faculty 
and  to  discover  (either  to  our  relief  or  dismay)  how  similar 
or  different  we  are  from  each  other.

Gail's  Cabbage  Borsch 

Night  before:  Boil  2  soup  bones  in  2-3  quarts  of  water  cont¬ 
aining  3  coriander  seeds, 3  bay  leaves,  salt  and  pepper  to 
taste,  and  basil  to  taste. 

Day  of  meal:  In  a  large  saucepan  melt  hC  margarine  and  add: 

1  small  cabbage,  coarsely  shredded; 

2  medium  onions,  coarsely  diced; 

3-4  fresh  tomatoes,  finely  chopped; 

3  cloves,  finely  chopped. 

Saute  on  low  heat  for  3/4  hr. 

Meanwhile , cook  4-5  whole  beets,  including  tops, and  3  large 
peeled  potatoes  in  prepared  soup  stock  for  3/4  hr.  in  total. 
After  H  hr.,  add  3  chopped  carrots,  10  diced  green  beans  and 
3-4  sticks  of  diced  rhubarb . After  3/4  hr.,  remove  beets,  skin 
and  cut  into  large  pieces — return  to  stpck.Skim  off  all  rhubarb 
pieces.  Add  cabbage  mixture  and  dillweed  (fresh  if  possible). 
Boil  soup  for  10  min.  Serve  with  a  dollop  of  sour  cream  and 
sliced  pumpernickel  bread.  Best  after  a  few  days  in  fridge.
